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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/10/09 
has been entered. 

Rejection of claims 13-15, 20-26 and 30-33 under 35 USC 112 first paragraph is 

withdrawn 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14, 20, 26 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Griffin et al (Journal of the American chemical society 1962, Vol 84 p 
1012-15). 

On page 1014 Griffin et al describe preparation of the dimethyl amide of 1 ,2,3,4- 
cyclobutanecarboxyllc acid (see page 1014, column 2, 5th full paragraph titled 
"Preparation of the Acid Chloride XIII...") Recrystallization of the tetra-amide is done 
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from ether-benzene mixture which meets the limitation directed to excipient. The claim 
limitation does not require the excipient to be pharmaceutically acceptable. The 
preamble recitation of pharmaceutical preparation is given broadest reasonable 
interpretation which includes intermediates for making pharmaceutical compounds. 
1 ,2,3,4-(tetradimethylamide)-cyclobutane in benzene-ether mixture therefore meets the 
limitations of the instant claims. 

Objection to claims 

Claims 13, 15, 21-25, 30, 31, 32, 33 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowed claims 

Claims 34, 35 and 37 are allowed.

Claims 13-15, 20-26 and 30-37 are pending 
Claims 14, 20, 26 and 36 are rejected 
Claims 13, 15, 21-25, 30, 31, 32, 33 are objected to 
Claims 34, 35 and 37 are allowed.
